will follow in all nations. The war's geographical results will also 
be fully dealt with, and new maps, to take place of present ones, 
will be given wherever there are changes in present boundaries. 


The new volume will be written on the same high level of au- 


thority, comprehensiveness and impartiality which has always dis- 
tinguished the Encyclopaedia Britannica, and which has made its 
pronouncements on any controversial subject of unique value to the 
reader.

It responds es- 
pecially well to tha Intensive cultivation which a home gardener can 
give; tand, when grown from seed and transplanted, it. will 
allow 


another crop to occupy its garden bed early In tho 'season, If tho 
other crop la a quick nature. 


But on the other hand no plant needs soil so finely pulverized, 


so froo from weeds, or any richer than does.tha onion. .-It will not 
t!o well In clodded clay, and It docs Its best when land has been plant- . 
ed to onions far three or four seasons. Therefore It Is particularly . 
recommended'to thoao. who cultivate tho samo garden place year alter 


. year.' New gardens are not apt to produce good onions unless the soil 
Is naturally aoft and rich.

Tho a«ed should bo sown at once In special beds, planting good 


seed.thickly In rows three or four inohos apart. If fertilizer is used. 
It should bo placed on top of the soil, as the onion roots feed at .the 
surface. The .need .In covered ahallowly. when the plants are three 
to (our Inches high It la ttmo to transplant them. Tho ground for .the 
plants should be carefully prepared. The tops should bo trimmed 
off one-third. Holes for transplanting aro made with a painted stick, 
the plants being tot out three inches apart, in rows one foot apart.
